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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Markus '042 does not disclose all of the recited steps of independent claim 1 . Specifically, applicant argues that the 
method of Markus is not the same as an intermediary receiving request from a user at the client for a document located at the server. 
Examiner disagrees. Markus '042, column 3, lines 36-38 states that the Selective Proxy, or intermediary, requests, or retrieves that 
electronic document. Because this process is initiated by the user, examiner considers the request to be from the user. Examiner notes 
supplementary response filed on 7/13/04 to cure an error in the claims that were filed on 7/6/04. However, because no amendments were 
intended to be filed in the after final response, no amendments were entered. The claims filed on January 5, 2004, from which the Final 
Office Action is based, are considered to be the pending claims in this application. 
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
